Ward 5 Councillor Frank 
McKechnie told a meeting of 
the Malton Ratepayers 
Association on Tuesday that 
he still feels Malport will not 
happen. 

‘All we can do is go on the 
word of Terry Jones 
(Mississauga North MPP) 
and the Premier, that 
Malport won't go in there; I 
believe that until I see 
something different,” Mr. 
McKechnie said. 

CN announced plans in 
March ‘75 to locate a $2- 
million Freight Terminal in 
the Parkway *Belt north of 
Malton. As a result, a 
community group, called the 
Malton Malport Resistance 
Group, was formed to fight 
the proposed terminal. And 
since then both Premier Bill 
Davis and Mr. Jones have 
gone on record that Malport 
“will not be.”’

Says City Keen On Environment 


“Our City is perhaps the 
fastest growing municipality 
in Canada today,’’ Mr. 
McKechnie said, “with a 
population of about 250,000. 
We estimate that the 1986 
population will be 400,000 and 
the ultimate population will 
reach 724,550; an increase 
from the present of 300 per 
cent. 

“Past and recent growth 


as well are significant: in 
1961, the area which is now 
the City of Mississauga 
contained only 75,000 people. 
We are ‘determined that this 
phenomenal growth will be 
accompanied by appropriate 
services and facilities that 
people need. We intend to 
ensure that our community 
will continue to be well 
planned so that individual 


human needs of new 
residents and existing 
residents will be provided 
for, the environment 
preserved, and our precious 
natural resources (such as 
the lake Ontario waterfront, 
the Credit River, etc.), will 
be protected and conserved 
for use and enjoyment by 
future generations.”

Mr. McKechnie added that 
the extention of Goreway Dr. 
to Disco Rd. would go ahead 
as planned, and tenders 
would be issued for the work 
next week. 

The association passed a 
motion to write letters of 
congratulations to the 
Malton Community Ser- 
vices, for their efforts in 
organizing the Malton 
Community Festival last 
Saturday, and to Mr. Mason 
on his election as regional 
director of the Canada 
Jaycees Central Region. 

Also, they’ll draft a letter 
to City Council, requesting a 
water fountain for Wildwood 
Park and that the recreation 
and parks department keep 
available Johnny-on-the- 
spots for use in the southern 
part of the park. 

Before closing the 
meeting, the association 
formally praised the work of 
out-going secretary Marnie 
Taylor, who will be leaving 
Malton shortly. A _ late 
passer-by to the meeting was 
David Busby, NDP can 
didate for Mississauga North 
in the next provincial 
election.

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New Church Coming... 
Rev. Rughi To Be Invested As St. Hugh Of Lincoln's Ist Rector 


Reverend Mariano Rughi 
will culminate nine years of 
hard work and service to the 
Malton area when he is ir- 
vested as the official first 
Rector of the Parish of St. 
Hugh of Lincoln Anglican 
as on Th y, June 
17. 

The induction ceremony 
will mark a new beginning 
for the Anglican Church in 
Malton, which got its start 


back in 1948 with mission 


services conducted in a tent 
erected behind the fire hall 
on Victory Cres. 

The church really started 
down the road to success in 
March ‘67, when Mr. Rughi 
accepted the invitation of 
Bishop Snell, the new Bishop 
of Toronto, to work as a 
Priest-in-charge of St. Hugh 
of Lincoln in Malton. At that 
time, membership was a 
relative handfull, but has 
grown under Mr. Rughi’s 
guidance to more than 300 
registered members today, 
with an active congregation 
of half that total. 

Going almost hand-in-hand 
with his investiture is a 
$100,000 grant from the 
Anglican Diocese of Toronto 
for a new church building, to 
be located on their present 
property on Goreway Dr., 
opposite Westwood Mall. 

The sod turning ceremony 
will be held sometime within 
the next two months, with 
construction starting, 
hopefully, in September. A 
tentative completion date 
has been set for the early 
spring of ‘77. 

The new building will

6 ft. It will be a “full 
church,”’ said Churchwarden 
Ernie Lane, with the main 
floor the worship area and 
the basement having offices, 
staffroom, kitchen, 
washrooms, and day care 
facilities. 

It will be located adjacent 
to the present church por- 
table and community hall, so 
Sunday service will continue 
without interruption during 
construction. Once the new 
church is up the portable, 
owned by the Toronto 
Diocese, will be used in 
another community. The 
Malton parish will sell the 
transportable community 
building. 

Since the grant will cover 
only the building expense, St. 
Hugh of Lincoln will have to 
raise the money to pay for 
the inside furnishings such 
as painting, broadloom, 
alter, kitchen 
equipment etc. An opening 
fund was started two-years- 
ago with the formation of a 
building stewardship, 
headed by the late Greg 
Anaka. But they still need 
help in this situation and ask 
the support of Malton 
residents. 

Rev. Rughi had served 17 
years in three different 
parishes in England before 
coming to Toronto in 1961 at 
the invitation of Bishop 
Wilkinson, then Bishop of 
Toronto, to assist Italians, 
who were seeking help from 
the Anglican Diocesan 


Offices. 

He established his 
headquarter at St. Edmund 
the Martyr, 


and worked 
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there amongst the Italian 
population as an Associate 
Rector of St. Edmund. In 
1965 he transferred his 
of operation at St. 
Anne’s Gladstone Avenue, 
Toronto; he reduced 
somewhat his activities 
amongst the Italians to 
assist the Rector of that 
Church in parish duties. Rev. 
Rughi continued there until 
his Malton assignment. 
Prior to 1967, Malton had 
no fewer than nine Rectors 
or assistent Rectors for the 
Parish. Over tne years

the old United Church on 
Burlington St. in old Malton, 
the Community Hall on 
Victory Cres., a portavle 
church building located at 
Merritt and Lancaster 
Avenues, and finally the 
present site on Goreway Dr.

The Reporter Folds 


“Parting is such sweet’ sorrow.’ Shakespeare said, and I 
reiterate. This is the last time I'll be writing as editor of the 
Peel Reporter for as you have already heard. this is our last 
edition. 

The reason, we will no longer be publishing is relatively |& 
simple on the*surface. We didn’t receive enough support |¢ 
through paid subscribers and advertising te convince our | 
publisher that she should continue the struggle. 

I personally am disappointed at the final outcome since I 
sincerely believed that with time and the needed resources 
behind us we could have succeeded in producing a valuable, 
independent, community newspaper. I was encouraged by 
the initial support we received, considering that the paper 
did not begin on a firm foundation. I was thrilled with some of 
the people who made it a point to tell me what was wrong 
with the paper and even suggested possible improvements. I 
was overjoyed with the realization that the writers and 
columnists we hired from Caiedon were willing and anxious 
to work so hard for so little reward. As the months rolled on I 
was happy to see the transition from being received as 
someone to be ignored to being someone who could provide 
both a valuable insight into Caledon events and a forum for 
lecal organizations and individuals. 

I guess one of the most rewarding aspects of my job was in 
my dealings with Caledon council. I received invaluable 
experience and knowledge in the workings of municipal and 
regional government, which should be a goal for every 
citizen. I must thank the councillors and their staff for 
treating me like a human being as well as a journalist. I 
didn’t always write complimentary articles about Caledon’s 
elected officials because I felt it a responsibility to seek out 
every possible avenue when dealing with those with power. 
Yet I was continually greeted on human ierms, though not

escarpment. Many of these 
rare orchids exist only in the 
Bruce peninsula within 
Canada. One of the largest 
wild birds living in nature in 
Ontario nests in a limited 
area around Milton on the 

t. This bird, the 
turkey vulture, nests in 
depressions in the ground 
and for security requires the 
remoteness provided by the 
escarpment. In addition the 
bird soars more than ac- 


| tively flies and is dependent 


on the updrafts that result 
from the rugged terrain of 
the escarpment. 

The escarpment terrain, 
unique within southern 
Ontario, produces micro- 
climates which give rise to_ 


vegetation which will 
flourish there but not in other 
areas nearby. The most 
obvious example of this is 
the Niagara fruit belt in the 
east lee of the scarp face. 
These few examples in 
themselves are not essential 
to the existence of man but 
what they represent might 
be. We need to protect the 
escarpment for what it 
represents in our attitude 
towards other forms of life 
said escarpment planner 
Doug Robertson. We need it 
from an ethical point of view, 
continued Robertson, if we 
can consciously allow this 
life environment to be 
destroyed will we preserve 
others? The interrelation 


between various forms of life 
may not be immediately 
apparent, but time may tvo 
late show the link. We are 
ultimately dependent on 
most if not all life forms 
around us. 

The justification for 
preserving the escarpment 
as a life sanctuary is not as 
obvious as the need to get its 
resources. The resources 
contained within the 
escarpment are sand, 
gravel, stone and to some 
extent wood. 

The need for each of these 
resources rests on a 
qualification, namely that if 
we want the kind of life that 
depends on skyscrapers and

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India Visitor Wants Malton To Relax More, Through A Yoga Club 


Janardan Godbole is 
prepared to put Malton 
residents at ease, end their 
anxiety and make them all 
the more healthier — and all 
at no charge. 

Godbole is a 61-year-old 
native of Sangli, a small 


town in the state of 
Maharashtra ‘in India, and 
his secret formula for a more 


enjoyable life’ style is the 
ancient wisdom called Yoga. 

Accompanied by his wife 
Padmavati, Godbole is 
visiting with his daughter 
this summer, Mrs. Manjusha 
Ogale and her husband 
Dattatray, who reside at 3659 


Corliss Cres. 

He wants to start a Yoga 
club in Malton, during the 
four months of his visit. 
Time is not a factor as 
Godbole says he can start the 
association and it can run on 
its own long after he's 
returned to India. 

Godbole will teach in- 
dividuals and families, and 
their friends, in the comfort 
of their homes; or groups 
and organizations etc. He 
doesn’t want to be paid for 
his work, teaching Yoga is 
his hobby back home and 
will give him something to do 
while in Canada. 





A lawyer by trade, God- 
bole only started to practice 
Yoga eight years ago. At that 
time he was suffering from 
constant stomach problems 
and headaches, and was 
advised by a doctor to try 
Yoga as a solution. Godbole 
found it ‘‘very beneficial,”’ 
and has never had those 
recurring aches and pains 
since. 

This affable Yoga master 
says it’s just a question of 
mind over matter, ‘‘no 
secret’’. But Godbole doesn’t 
guarantee any magical 
cures; he says Yoga is more 
of a preventive medicine 


than anything else. 
Persons taking yoga 
lessons from Godbole will be 
taught five different keep-fit 
techniques. They are; 
Asana, meaning position of 
the body or _ posture: 
Pranayama, breathing 
exercises; Shuddhikiyas, 
cleansing techniques; 
Relaxation, this involves 
complete letting go, bodily 
and mentally; Meditation, 
involves internalization and 
training of the mind. 
Godbole points out that 
yoga is just great for any 
aspiring athlete, in any 
sport. ‘It's a great way to 


keep fit and slim, and by 
exercising only 10 or 19 
minutes a day,’ he said. 


Yoga is also an inex- 
pensive way to exercise, 
requiring no equipment 
whatsoever. ‘It’s something 
you can do by yourself, or 
with friends, but you don’t 
need a partner for yoga,” 
Godbole asserted. 


Although yoga is _ not 
recommended for children 
under 12-years-of-age, 


Godbole has already started 


his two grand children, 
Amita, 6 and Anup, 3, on 
Asana exercises. They'll sit 


on the floor and watch 
television in the standard 
yoga pose, with legs crossed 
and the feet arranged in such 
a way that the heels point 
upward, the soles are up 
turned, the toes are pointing 
inward, and the heels are 
away from each other. 

At first glance, this 
position looks very un- 
comfortable but Godbole 
Says with practice it 
becomes just the opposite, 
and is very relaxing.
